Dissolution. 

An eminent American, lung since 'lead, 
oil ie rfiiiil that an epitaph would be written 
over i he remains ol the Republic of this 
purport : Here lie.* n people who, in striv- 
ing lo g ve liberty to the negro, lost their 
own freedom." That man evidently saw 
very far ahead, and events now transpiring 
within the United States shed a gravity 
upon that saying full of melancholy mean- 
ing. Kvery breeze that blows from the 
Southern States comes freighted with alarm- 
ing intelligence; the political sky looks dark 
and foreboding; and a spirit of disunion 
seems to be spreading itself over the land 
with u rapidity that no human power can 
check or stay. Statesmen full of years and 
hoi;ors have resigned their high positions 
and retired into privato life, lully determined 
never to serve un ier the newly elected 
President. South Carolina, ever rebellious, 
and anxious to go into business on her own 
account years ago, heads the clamorers for a 
involution of the Republic; and several 
other States, the telegrams say, are ready 

10 follow her example. Other of the States, 
however, express themselves as willing to 
wait for an overt act on the part of the new 
Government encroaching upon their rights ; 
and if the Republicans preserve moderation 
in their viclory, there is reason to hope that 
the storm may yet blow over, and that the 
sunlight of freedom will be allowed to 
gradually shed its rays over the think- 
ing minds of the Sout.'i, as it has al- 
ready done over those of the North. The 
slaveholder has been educated to be- 
lieve thiit slavery is the true condition of 
the African race ; to deny the normal right of 
every man, no matter what his color or his 
creed, to seek his own happiness, in his own 
S va\ — provided that in so doing he shall not 
interfere with the rights or privileges of his 
fellow-mail. Can we wonder, then, if, by 
the example of early association and edu- 
cation, the slaveholder objects to the new 
Older of tilings, and raises his arm ami his 
voice against it- These considerations 
shoii Id be borne in mind by the dominant 
party ; and moderation should follow the 
victory *hey have just gained. The elfect 
of a secession of the Southern States could 
not but be disastrous to commerce and to 
agriculture, and result in a complete finan- 
cial prostration of tho whole country. Nor 
would tho States be the only sufferers. 
British, French, and German manufacturers 
—large rcreilitors of the American mer- 
chant' — would suffer in a correspondi y de- 
uier. fhe looms of the English cotton 
spinners would cease their busy hum, and 
in ii.-a.id-. would be thrown idle, starvation 
attiring them in the face. The conse- 
quences would he fearful; and the very 
Ihtmght would be enough t« deter the rash 
extr mUts of both North and South from 
pu hum forward to a consummation their 
designs. The true safety of the Republic 
lies in union. 

W e repeat, by a moderate*, conservative 
uourse, the President elect may succeed in 
allaying the bail feeling that has been en- 
gendered partly by his own election, and 
parti*- by tho policy of the piesent incum- 
bent' It, on the contrary, he adopts a sen- 
tional policy — one that will encroach upon 
lite rights of the South, the epitaph quoted 
abcive may vet be truthfully engraved upon 
the monument at the tomb of their free 
institutions. 

Lord Dos-dosalo — L >rd Dundonald, 
wh ise death on the 31st ult., we brielly an- 
nounced on the arrival ot the Santa Cruz, 
was one of the ornaments of the English no- 
bility, lie was born in 1775, and at the 
time of his death was in his 86th year. He 
entered the navy at the early age of 17, 
where he soon distinguished himself. In 
1801, lie took a Spanish frigate against great 
odds, and was promoted to tho position of 
post-captain, in consideration of the soivices 
he tendered mi that occasion. In 1S07, he 
represented Westminster in Parliament, but 
incurre d the animosity of the Government 
by his radios.! opinions. In 1811, on tho 
report of the abdication, he took advantage 
of the rise in slocks to srll out. When the 
report was discovered to be false, he was 
charged with originating it lor speculative 
purposes. Ho was tried, convicted of fraud, 
■entenoed to pay £1,000, stand in the pi 1 lory ( 
and be imprisoned one year. Tho pillory 
punishment was remitted, hut the Karl was 
excelled from Parliament, and degraded 
from the Order of the Hath. His constitu- 
ents had such faith in him that they paid 
his fine by public subscription, and sent him 
back to parlinmont. During the struggle of 

the Greeks for Independence, he assisted 
them, but on the acoesiion ol William IV., 
Btld a Whig Government, returned to Kug- 
land, where he wkh reinstated in all hiv for- 
mer honors. He continued in favor on tho 
accession ol QUOOIl Victoria; in I80I, ho 
became admiral ol the white, and in I8.'>4, 
rear ad ml nl. I-ord Dundonald was 11 writer 

of some ability! and in l K4 7 published his 

11 Obs rvalions on Rural AHaira j" in IK5I, 
his " Notes OH lit" Condition Of tho British 
West India Islnnds," and in IH08 his" Nnr- 

rttive of BerWoei In tho Liberation of chili, 
Peru and Brazil," in two volumes. 



Nan A I MO Coal. — We understand that the 
Woodpecker sold her cargo of Nanaimo coal 
at Sail Francisco for Sib' 25. It cost $7 per 
tan. Deducting the duty of 24 per cent., or 
about $4 per ton, it would leave a margin 
for freight of S3 2o. It is easily to be seen 
from this what nti advantage a reciprocity 
treaty would confer upon us. The duty 
itself would be equivalent to a paying 
freight. Were coal veins opened west of 
Victoria — and good indications of paying 
veins are said lo have been discovered on 
the wesl const — the saving in time to vessels 
between loading to the westward instead of 
at Nanaimo, would constitute a material 
item lo counteract the American tariff, and 
encourage the coal trade. It is certainly to 
be hoped that the efforts now being made in 
Barclay Sound to discover and open up to 
trade the coal veins there, may be crowned 
with success. With all its advantages of 
open sea navigation against the difficulties 
encountered in the Straits and in passing 
the Arro Archipelago, the cual trade would 
become an importasit item in our commer- 
cial prosperity. 

— What a 
pity that the parties who laid out Victoria 
had never seen a spider's web! The Lon- 
don Builder says that a spider's web fur- 
nishes a better plan for laying out ihjw cities, 
than any which has yet been devised by 
surveyois and engineers. Any one who 
can find n distinct and complete web un- 
broken, will see how perfectly adapted for 
the quickest passage from one point to ano- 
ther. The concentric rings are nut circles 
but polyglons, the radiating exquisitely reg- 
ular ami straight.

Dis- 
putes as to the possession of packages fished

few roUL'h arid tumble lights have takt II 
place Every one seems to be workup mi 
hi- own hook, and in every case demands 
*alvage for what he brings up. The wreck 
romams in the same position as when she 
(ir.-t smirk. We learn thai such portions ol 
The goods as are saved will bv sold to-, lay 
at auction. 

A Dishonest Kmpi.ovkk.— Yesterday 
morning a storekeeper on Yates Street em- 
ployed a lively looking Indian I" assist hi"' 
about the store. About the middle of tin- 
day he was called out of the establishment 
for a moment, and left Mr. Si wash in charge- 
When he relumed, he missed the Indian, 
and on proceeding to the rear of the. house 
found him passinu; over boxes of the finest 
cigars to a confederate on the other side of 
the fence. The shopkeeper seized his em- 
ployee by the hair, and the latter uttering a 
veil, his friend on the outside took the alarm 
nrd fled, lenting the booty behind.
